Most of us receive at least one pot 
plant for Christmas so here are a few 
hints as to how to care for them. Bloom- 
ing plants are a little more difficult to 
care for than foliage’ plants. They need 
to be watered more often and they need 
more sun. Plants which need a warm 
temperature are African violet, poin- 
settia, gardenia, gloxinia, and begonia. 
Those which prefer a cooler temper- 
ature are cyclamen, azalea, hydrangea, 
cineraria, lily and rose plants. The hy- 
drangea, cineraria, and azalea need plen- 
ty of water. African violets may be 
watered only twice a week, never more 
often than every other day. Plants 
which should be watered from the bot- 
tom are African violet, cyclamen and 
cloxinia. Some plants are prettier when 


their leaves are sprayed with warm wa- 


ter—but not the hairy-leaved plants. 
Brush these with a soft brush instead. 


Be careful not to chill house plants, |; 


neither place them near a radiator or 
fireplace. Plants can also become burn- 
ed by getting too much sun through 
a window glass. |

He does not 
accept money but takes donations of 
toys and materials and has more volun- 
teers than he needs to make and mail 
them. A. F. Dowd, werden of Indiana 
State Prison, at Michigan City, states 
that the plan has increased the inmate's 
morale 50 per—cent-

them to the children.
